FOR the purpose of continuing the State Board of Nursing in accordance with the 3 

provisions of the Maryland Program Evaluation Act (sunset law) by extending 4 

to a certain date the termination provisions relating to the statutory and 5 

regulatory authority of the Board; requiring that an evaluation of the Board and 6 

the statutes and regulations that relate to the Board be performed on or before 7 

a certain date; requiring the Board to submit a certain annual report to the 8 

General Assembly; specifying the data that must be included in a certain 9 

annual report; altering a certain requirement related to the application for a 10 

license to practice registered nursing or licensed practical nursing; altering a 11 

certain requirement related to the application for certification as a certified 12 

nursing assistant; altering the membership of a certain advisory committee; 13 

requiring a certain advisory committee to meet at least once during a certain 14 

time period; requiring the Board to contract with an independent entity to 15 

perform a certain personnel study to be completed on or before a certain date; 16 

requiring the Board to report to certain committees of the General Assembly on 17 

the implementation and use of certain sanctioning guidelines on or before a 18 

certain date; requiring the Board to report to certain committees of the General 19 

Assembly on the implementation of certain recommendations; requiring the 20 

report to include certain information and a certain plan; making a stylistic 21 

change; and generally relating to the State Board of Nursing.

 (a) The Board shall appoint an advisory committee consisting of at least [14] 1 

15 members appointed by the Board. 2 

 

 (b) Of the [14] 15 committee members: 3 

 

  (1) Six shall be nursing assistants: 4 

 

   (i) One shall be an acute care nursing assistant; 5 

 

   (ii) One shall be a home care nursing assistant; 6 

 

   (iii) One shall be a long–term care nursing assistant; 7 

 

   (iv) One shall be an adult medical day care nursing assistant; 8 

 

   (v) At least one of the nursing assistant members shall be a 9 

member of a union; and 10 

 

   (vi) One shall be an independent contractor; 11 

 

  (2) Three shall be registered nurses: 12 

 

   (i) One shall be an acute care registered nurse; 13 

 

   (ii) One shall be a home care registered nurse; and 14 

 

   (iii) One shall be a long–term care registered nurse; 15 

 

  (3) One shall be an administrator from a licensed health care facility; 16 

 

  (4) One shall be a licensed practical nurse; 17 

 

  (5) One shall be an individual who teaches a nursing assistant course; 18 

 

  (6) One shall be a consumer member who has received care, or has a 19 

family member who has received care from a nursing assistant; [and] 20 

 

  (7) One shall be a representative of the Department; AND 21 

 

  (8) ONE SHALL BE A CERTIFIED MEDICATION TECHNICIAN. 22 

 

 (c) The Board shall appoint an alternate for each of the three nursing 23 

assistant members in the event that the nursing assistant member is unable to 24 

discharge the duties of the committee. 25 
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 (d) An advisory committee member shall serve a term of 4 years. 1 

 

 (E) THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE SHALL MEET AT LEAST ONCE A MONTH. 2 

 

 [(e)] (F) The advisory committee shall: 3 

 

  (1) Evaluate training programs and make recommendations for 4 

approval by the Board; 5 

 

  (2) Develop and recommend regulations to enforce the provisions of 6 

this subtitle; 7 

 

  (3) Evaluate candidates as required and recommend action to the 8 

Board; 9 

 

  (4) Review investigations of complaints against nursing assistants or 10 

medication technicians and make recommendations to the Board for disciplinary 11 

action; 12 

 

  (5) Keep a record of its proceedings; and 13 

 

  (6) Submit an annual report to the Board. 14

perform a personnel study to determine the necessity and allocation of additional staff. 2 

 

 (b) The study required under subsection (a) of this section shall: 3 

 

  (i) 1. include an analysis of the workload of the Board related to 4 

its licensure, certification, and complaint resolution functions; and 5 

 

   2. consider at a minimum the number of applications and 6 

complaints received by the Board, the number of employees assigned to each step of 7 

each function, and the amount of time an application or complaint remains at each 8 

step of each function; 9 

 

  (ii) include an analysis of the impact on staffing needs of: 10 

 

   1. the online processing of licenses and certificates; and 11 

 

   2. the movement to biennial renewal of licenses; and 12 

 

  (iii) make recommendations on the most effective use of existing staff, 13 

including cross training and reassignment. 14 

 

 (c) The study required under subsection (a) of this section shall be completed 15 

on or before October 1, 2013. 16 

 

 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before December 1, 17 

2012, the State Board of Nursing shall report to the Senate Education, Health, and 18 

Environmental Affairs Committee and the House Health and Government Operations 19 

Committee, in accordance with § 2–1246 of the State Government Article, on the 20 

implementation and use of the sanctioning guidelines required by Chapters 533 and 21 

534 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 2010. 22 

 

 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That: 23 

 

 (a) On or before October 1, 2013, the State Board of Nursing shall report to 24 

the Senate Education, Health, and Environmental Affairs Committee and the House 25 

Health and Government Operations Committee, in accordance with § 2–1246 of the 26 

State Government Article, on the implementation of nonstatutory recommendations 27 

contained in the sunset evaluation report dated October 2011. 28 

 

 (b) The report required under subsection (a) of this section shall include: 29 

 

  (1) information on how the Board has improved its use of data 30 

collection and tracking for the application and complaint resolution processes; and 31 
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  (2) the Board’s plan to implement the findings of the personnel study 1 

required under Section 2 of this Act. 2 

 

 SECTION 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 3 

June 1, 2012. 4
